may know, well-to-do investors 
these days are very interested in 
tax-exempt bonds issued by state 
and city governments. A return of 
2% per cent on municipal bonds 
for an upper-bracket taxpayer is 
the equivalent of 4! to 5 per cent 
return from other investments. 

In these days of high taxes on 
moderate-income families, this be- 
comes a factor for them too al- 
though of course to a much less 
extent. But if a working family 
loses 22 to 24 per cent of the in- 
terest earned by its small savings 
it feels the bite just as keenly as a 
man who pays out 50 per cent of 
his investment earnings in taxes. 
‘TAX EXEMPT’ 


The advantage of the “E” bonds 
is that you have an option of re- 
porting increase in value each year 


as it accrues (as shown on the back | 


of the bond) or you can wait to 
report the entire increase the year 
you cash the bonds. 

For example, if you bought a $100 
bond for $75 in 1943 and cashed it 
when it matured this year you are 
obliged to report the $25 of in- 
creased value as 1953 income and 
pay tax on it. But if you let the 
bond remain uncashed even after 
maturity, so it will earn further in- 
terest as Series E bonds do, you 
won't have to declare any interest 
income on it until you finally do 
cash it. 

Thus you could hold an E bond 
for as long as 20 years on a tax-ex- 
empt basis. If you’re holding such 
bonds for retirement or as a back- 
log against unemployment, you 
probably would have little other 
taxable income at the time you 
do cash it and so may escape pay- 
ing any tax at all on the accrued 
interest. (But if you expect to cash 


a lot of bonds at one time while 


you're still working, as for some 
major purchase, then you may 
have a lot of extra income to de- 
clare in a single year which could 
be costly tax-wise.) 
WAIT A WHILE 

You may at any time elect to re- 
port each year the annual increase 
in value of the bonds, but if you do, 
you have to report the entire in- 
crease to date and must continue 
to report the annual increase each 
year. (If you want to do this it 
might be wise to wait until a year 
when your other income is low or 
the tax rate is lower.) If you're 
already reporting bond interest 
each year, you have to continue to 
do so unless you get permission 
from the Internal Revenue Bureau 
to change. This may be advisable 
if you are holding the bonds for re- 
tirement. (Note that interest from 
U. S. savings bonds bought before 
March 1, 1941 is not taxable. Some 
people unnecessarily pay tax on 
the increase in value of these older 
bonds when they cash them in.)

MUTUAL FUNDS 

What about the mutual funds 
which are becoming a widely-used 
form of investment for moderate- 
income people? They do pay more 
interest than bonds or savings. ac- 


counts. They pay 5 to 7 per cent. | 


The way these funds work, the 
investor buy$ shares in the fund 
and the managers of the fund in- 
vest the money in a diversified 
group of stocks and bonds. The ad- 
vantage of the fund is supposed 
to be that a moderate-income in- 
vestor’s savings are more diversi- 
fied than if he bought stocks him- 
self. If a family has, say, $2000 to 
invest, it couldn’t buy shares in 
more than three or four companies. 
But through a fund its money is 
invested in a lot of companies. 

Actually, you face much the same 
risk in investing in mutual funds 
as you do in stocks generally. 
While the fund does diversify your 
investment, that doesn’t mean the 
whole level of stocks can’t sink, 
as it does from time to time, and 
the value of your fund shares sinks

Democratic family 
onlv repays all concerned in satis- 
faction and happiness but is basic 
to developing in children the 
strength and understanding  re- 
quired to support democracy 
against dictatorship, according to 
Dr. Ernest Osborne, Professor of 
Fduecation at Teachers College, 
Columbia University. 

Writing in a pamphlet issued by 
the Public Affairs Committee, Dr. 
Osborne cites four attitudes or ap- 
proaches that characterize 
cratic family living. 

The first. he says, is the freedom 
given a child to make progressive- 
ly more significant decisions con- 
cerning his own welfare; second, 
the respect shown for the child’s 
individuality; third, the under- 
standing of his particular needs, 
and, fourth. cooperative effort in 
seeking the individual and mutual 
satisfaction both parents and 
children desire. 

Discipline is much more than a 
matter of using special methods 
or tricks to obtain obedience, Dr. 
Osborne emphasizes. Essentially, 
he says, it means teaching young- 
sters to do what is necessary for 
persons to live happily together. 
But, he says, authoritarian parents 
as well as those who “do every- 
thing for their children” are likely 
to end up with offspring- unpre- 
pared for adult roles as responsible 
citizens.

What Pay Must 
N. Y. Women Get? Patterns 


A working woman living with 
her family in New York City in 
September, 1952, needed to earn 
$47.22 a week, or $2,456 a year, to 
support herself adequately, accord- 
ing to a State Labor Department 
survey. 

The annual survey showed that 
“to keep up her appearance, her 
morale and self-respect, and to 
compete for and hold her job,” she 
needed 5.2 per cent more income 
than in September, 1951, and 35.6 
per cent more than in September, 
1946. 

Costs were slightly lower for the 
working woman upstate, according 
to the survey, amounting to $46.52 
a week, or $2,419 a year. Both 
Rochester and Glens Fall proved 
slightly more expensive than this) 
city. 

The state-wide average of $46.96 
a week, or $2,442 a year, was ap- 
portioned as follows: Housing and 
home meals, $13.20; lunches, $3.51; 
clothing and clothing upkeep, 
$7.19; personal care, $1.18; medi- 
cal care, $1.88; insurance, $1.46; 
leisure time activities, $3.28; other 
living essentials, $3.30; savings, 
$4.70; taxes, $7.26.

This is to 
cover the fund’s selling and admin- } 
istrative expenses. h 

If you do invest in a mutual} 
fund, be careful about the so-called 
“penalty” plans. Under such a plan 
you contract to invest a specific 
amount each month for a speci-| 
fied period. If you find you can’t} 
continue and must terminate the! 
plan early in the spécified period, 
you won't get back all you put in. 
About half of your first year’s pay-| 
ments are deducted to cover the 
fund's costs, including the sales- 
man’s commission. Because of this 
first-year deduction, you have to 
stay with the plan four to seven

State Dept. of Industrial Relations 
Notes 70th Anniversary of Founding 


State Govt. Release 


March 30 marked the 70th anni- 
versary of the establishment of the 
California Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics and the beginning of the pres- 
ent Department of Industrial Re- 
lations, it was announced by Paul 
Scharrenberg, California Director 
of Industrial Relations. 

The Division of Labor Statistics 
and Research of the California De- 
partment of Industrial Relations, 
as it is now known, is the oldest 
fact-finding agency in the State, 
Scharrenberg added. 

In 1883 the State Legislature cre- 
ated the California Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics to compile informa- 
tion concerning labor “such as the 
hours and wages of labor, cost 
of living, amount of labor required, 
estimated number of persons de- 
pending on daily labor for their 
support, the probable chances of 
all being employed, the operation 
of labor saving machinery ... and 


other information in relation to 
labor.”

Your Home if You 


U. S. Gov't Release 


The social security office pro- 
vides many services to the public 
and one of the most important is 
the service rendered to people who 
are ill and unable to visit the 
office. 

“If you can’t come to the office, 
then the field office will visi you.” 
Many people have found this to be 
true. Take Eben Jormes for ex- 
ample: 

After Eb Jones became 60, he be- 
came restless and moved around 
quite a lot. He worked for years 
at odd jobs; a year here, a few 
months there, then a day or so... 
never finding exactly the right job 
but always managing to make a 
‘iving for himself and his wife. 
Jones was now 65. 

Then one day he became ill, too 
{ll to work and too ill to care what 
was going on. His wife took good 
care of him but she could see their 
meager finances slowly dwindling 
away. She had vaguely remem- 


chronicled the spectacular growth 
of California. During this period 
the State’s population advanced 
from less than 1 million to well over 
11 million and the labor force from 
less than % million to 5 million. 

In “1883 California ranked 23rd 
among the states in population and} 
21st in labor force. Today it is in 
second place in both population 
and labor force. 

The first report of the Californa| 
Bureau of Labor Statistics revealed, 
that wages in the early 1880's in| 
the tate’s infant manufacturing 
industries were around $18 per| 
week. Today, weekly earnings in 
California manufacturing indus-| 
tries, which now employ about a 
million workers, average, around 
$78 per week. 

Statistical ‘tables in the report 
for 1883 show hours of work as! 
high as 15 per day and 98 per week, | 
although a number of occupations 
were listed as having a 10-hour day 
and a 60-hour week. This is in 
sharp contrast to the presently pre- 
vailing workweek of 40 hours or 
less.
